He’s Shifting Generals to Pre- 
vent Concerted Action.

Washington, September 7.—While 
no announcements were made at any 
of the government departments today 
of any change in the diplomatic side 
of the Mexican. controversy, two 
phases of the situation attracted much 
attention in official quarters. 

One was the published disclaimer 
on the part of Nelson O’Shaughnessy, 
American charge d'affaires at Mexico 
City, that any positive assurances had 
been given him of the intention of 
Victoriano Huerta not to be a presi- 
dential candidate in the approaching 
elections 

The other was the receipt of private 
telegrams from sources close to the 
administration in Mexico City stati: 
that General Geronimo Trevina soon 
would be made minister of war, to 
succeed General Blanquet. It had 
been supposed here by many persons 
that Trevino was ordered back to 
Mexico City by Huerta to given 
the reigns of government provi- 
sional president, while Huerta entered 
the presidential campaign.

Dry Excavation Has Been 
Completed—Dredges to Do 
Rest—Waterway Ready for 
Shipping in December. 


Panama, September 7.—The dry ex- 
cavation of the canal has been com- 
pleted, the steam shovel working in 
the Culebra cut having removed the 
last rock yesterday. The further ex- 
cavation of the canal will be com- 
pleted by dredging 

Work Almost at Final Stage. 

Washington, September 7.—Comple- 
tion of dry excavation on the Panama 
canal vesterday, just ten days ahead 
of schedule time, advanced the work 
on the great waterway almost to the 
final stage. Much digging and clean- 
ing out remains to be done in Culebra 
cut and along the route, but this will 
be accomplished by mammoth dredges 
floating on the surface of the canal. 

An army of men will be busy during 
the next four weeks removing steam 
shovels and other equipment and ma- 
terial, includirig 36 miles of railroad 
track, from the $-mile channel in 
Culebra cut between Gamboa dike and 
Pedro Miguel locks. This is prepara- 
tory to turning water into the chan- 
nel, from Gatum lake, on the Atlantic 
side, on October 5, five days in advance 
of the date set for dynamiting Gam- 
boa dike. The water will be intro- 
duced through four 26-inch pipes ex- 
tending underneath the dike, and, al- 
though the five-day period hardly will 
suffice to fill the channel to one-third 
the canal level, enough would be let in 
to act as a cushion against the explo- 
sion when the dike is destroyed. 

While the cut is being cleared of 
railway and equipment, drilling and 
blasting will be going on at the bot- 
tcm of the channel, loosening up rock 
and earth for the dredges that soon 
will be clawing away through water. 

Steam Shovels at Work. 

On August 1, 998,000 cubie vards re- 
mained to be taken out of the “theo- 
retical canal prism," and since that 
time the steam shovels have reduced 
the amount to approximately 650,090 
cubic yards, which is left for the 
dredges. Six of the shovels will be 
continued, however, in removing ma- 
teria] from the east and west banks 
near Culebra to lessen the danger from 
slides, 

The destruction of Gamboa dike will 
leave only one such obstruction along 
the canal route, the dike over which 
the railroad crosses the Gatun locks 
and which can be removed at any 
time. The last barrier on the -Pacific 
side, the Miraflores dike, was dyna- 
mited just a few weeks ago, turning 
Pacific tidewater into a channel 6,000 
500 feet wide and 41 feet 
deep. 

Dredges now are navigating this 
channel, and on the Atlantic side a 
big suction dredge steamed on Gatun 
lake up to a point near the Gamboa 
dike, ten days ago. 


Small vessels probably will be able | 
to pass through the canal from end to | 


end by October 10, and the waterway 
should be ready for shipping proper 
early in December.

FEWER HUMAN ZEBRAS. 


Henceforward, there will be fewer hu- 
man zebras among the convicts of Georgia. 
The state prison commission, after much 
study, has arrived at the decision that it 
may abolish the convict garb with stripes, 
save in extreme cases. It will substitute 
uniforms of first and second grade, to be 
determined solely by the good behavior of 
the convict himself. The offender first en- 
tering wil] be clothed in stripes. As soon 
as he proves his worthiness, he will be pro 
moted to the uniform of the second, and 
then of the first grade. Should he trans- 
gress he will be returned to the zebra suit. 

The idea is, of course, borrowed from 
the federal government, which has tried it 
out to successful conclusions in federal pen- 
itentiaries. In the better-managed of these 
latter institutions, it is rare to see an in- 
mate wearing stripes. The latter have 
come, even among these outcasts, to be a 
badge of shame, and they shun it reli- 
giously. 

As Judge Patterson, of the Georgia com- 
mission, says, the change will work good 
to the end of lessening escapes. An in- 
fluence urging the prisoner to break jail is 
the hopelessness and the stigma of his con- 
finement. The abolition of the hated 
stripes, and the knowledge that he is work- 
ing toward release for himself by good, be- 
havior, must inevitably heighten prison 
morale. 

The departure, in Georgia as elsewhere, 
is a part of the new penology which 
preaches that a man is no less a man for 
having temporarily flouted law. There is 
no telling what it has cost society to learn 
this truth. Under the old criterion, our 
prisons too often harden rather than reform 
criminals. The science of a better day is 
teaching us how to undo that evil. 


THE SUFFRAGE WINDMILL. 


It is regrettable to see our able and es- 
teemed friend, Tom Heflin, of Alabama, at 
his ancient job of girding at the windmill 
of woman suffrage. For a lon” time Tom 
has guessed, we think prematurely, that the 
sentiment of the country was against wom- 
an suffrage, and his philippics in denuncia- 
tion of the movement have been merciless 
and continuous. His most rece: outbreak 
was at Lynchburg, Va., when he spoke be- 
fore a convention of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tion Association. There he “viewed with 
alarm” with a vengeance. He characterized 
the movement for universal suffrage as the 
most “dangerous” in the country today and 
looked for “sex antagonisms,” breaking of 
family ties and all other dire sorts of evils 


Pas the result. 


The great trouble with Congressman 
Heflin is that, broad enough in other re- 
spects, he is unable to see or uiwilling to 
admit the inevitable. Already, iucre 15 
woman suffrage in eleven of the American 
Born in the west, it has traveled 
steadily eastward. It has crossed the Mis- 
sissippi river. It will, in course of time, 
overspread the entire east and in time the 
south. The Constitution does not under- 
take to say when woman suffrage will be- 
come national, but anyone with half a polit 
ical eye can see today that it :s predes- 
tined. 

Friend Tom would do bett: 
on the band-wagon, instead of saying sharp 
things about the ladies. Such a course is 
s0 at variance with his usual chivalric self 
as to arouse wonderment. And his compar- 
isons with the suffragettes of England are 
hardly fair or pertinent. With all of their 
violence and outlawry, the British Amazons 
have not advanced one step. With their 
gentler methods, th~ American women 
well-started on a conquest of the nation. 

We look in the fullness of time, and not 
so remote a time at that, to see Congress- 
man Heflin get on the right side of the 
fence.

REGRADING WHITEHALL.

M’PHERSON.

Last evening my lecture date was in the 
thrifty and handsome little city of Clyde, 
Ohio. 

Just offhand the name of the town imparts 
little to the average At- 
lantan, but to some of 
us Older citizens it has 
significance because of 
Fort McPherson, our 
great military post, and 
that crude and pathetic 
McPherson monument 
in Kast Atlanta. 

Clyde was the home 
place of Major General 
James Birdseye Mc- 
Pherson, of the federal 
army, commander of the 
Army of the Tennessee, 
who was killed on that 
ridge in East Atlanta 
about noon on the fate- 
ful 22nd of July, 1864, 
while aligning his 
forces in the great bat- 
tle of that day.

The 
cemetery occupies the site of the old or- 
chard, where he played and worked, and the 
old family home yet stands in one corner 
f the enclosure.

the fine pertrait military 
statue of General McPherson, erected in 1881 
by the joint efforts of a citizens’ commit- 
tee and survivors of the army that he led. 
It is a splendid specimen of bronze cast- 
ing, the figure heroically modeled, and 
showing General McPherson in action, right 
foot poised on a broken cannen butt, field 
glasses in his left hand and right arm out- 
stretched with hand pointing the way for 
the troops, whose position he appears to be 
locating. 

The statue cost about $11,000. On the 
day of its dedication Ex-President Hayes 
presided. The unveiling was done by General 
William Tecumseh Sherman, under whom Mc- 
Pherson was serving when killed, and the 
oration was pronounced by General M. F. 
Force, the man who held Kennesaw Moun- 
tain against our confederate assaults, and 
out of which incident and its famous signal 
messages came later the long-time and yet 
popular religious song, “Hold the Fort, for 
I am Coming!” 

The people of Clyde are 
course, of the monument and 
ory of General McPherson. They consider 
this his real memorial, as it rests over his 
ashes, notwithstanding there is a fine eques- 
trian statue of him in Washington city, 
erected by ccngress. 

I found here several 
who knew General McPherson intimately as 
bey and man. He was a clerk in a store 
nearby until at 19 years of age he received 
an appointment as a cadet at West Point. 
There he was a fellow student with such 
afterward famous soldiers as Schofield, Ter- 
rell, Lill, Hood and Sheridan, and graduated 
at the head of his class. By reason of that 
he was asSigned as a lieutenant of engin- 
eers and served in the svuthwest and on the 
Pacific coast. 

When the civil war came on he rose rap- 
idly in ranks until he was one of the young- 
est corps commanders, and at 32 commanded 
an army. He was not yet 36 when, in the 
full tide of battle, he fell to his death in 
front of Atlanta. 

During the coming national encampment 
of the grand army of the republic, at Chat- 
anGoga this month, there will be many ex- 
federals who served in the Atlanta cam- 
paign who wil) visit our city for the first 
time since they occupied it in the fall of 
1864. Some of them served under McPher- 
son, sOme of them will be from his home 
town and county and they will eagerly in- 
quire for the marker monument that shows 
where he fell. Let us hope they will find 
it well-cunditioned, clean, and evincing that 
even “in the enemy’s country” the memory of 
a brave gentleman and American soldier is 
generously respected.

The World's Mysteries 


DID CLEOPATRA USE AN ASP? 


. 


The story that Cleopatra, Queen of Egypt, 
killed herself by allowing an asp to bite her 
has long been generally credited, but prob- 
ably has no better historical basis than the 
fanciful imagination of some gossipy Roman 
historian. For some time before her death she 
made careful preparations for that event, and 
tried many different Kinds of poisons con her 
unfortunate slaves to see Which would pro- 
duce death with the least apparent agony. 

Cleopatra probably died by one of these 
poisons, for she was as adept in such mat- 
ters as any of the Borgias. No asp was found 
in her room, it is said, and the wound on 
her breast supposed to have been that of 
its bite probably had another origin, for her 
whole body was covered with brutses, where 
she, In Egyptian fashion, had struck her- 
self with her fists and torn her flesh with 
her nails in her grief at the loss of Marc 
Antony. 

Cleopatra, 
many lovers, but her devotion 
tony, it would appear, was 
love affair. She toyed with other men who 
paid court to her and remained constant so 
long as she found it an advantage to do sv, 
but when reverses came to them—very fre- 
quently, because of her alluring charms— 
she turned from one to the other. But her 
love for Antony survived all his misfortunes. 

After the death of Antony, Cleopatra, it is 
said, paid long visits to his temb, and upon 
her last visit she called on him pathetically 
to witness her intended immolation through 
her love for him. How she carried out her 
promise is not known, but the romancer has 
invented, it would appear, a most picturesque 
means of death. 

Following one of her visits to the tomb, 
which left her more depressed than ever, it 
ls said that while at dinner she ordered a 
basket of figs brought to her, under the 
leaves of which an asp was concealed. The 
queen pretended that she would go to the 
bath, and tock the basket with her. When 
her servants opened the door later to 
what was detaining their mistress, 
found her dead, lying on a bed of gold, 
tired and arrayed in her royal robes. 

Shakespeare and many other writers have 
made use of the asp story and there are a 
great number of famous paintings by an- 
clent masters showing the queen applying 
the asp. None of the _ story-tellers have 
tried to explain who was the accomplice of 
the queen, and it does not seem likely that 
a deadly asp would have been so carelessly

In Harper's “Dictionary of Classical Lit- 
erature and Antiquities” the compler states: 
“She ended her days, if the common account 
is to be credited, by the bite of an asp; 
though some her death to poison 
administered internally. A small puncture 
in the arm was the only mark of vig¢lence 
which could be detected on the vody of Cleo- 
patra, and it believed that 
she had ‘ath either by the bite 
of a venomous reptile or by the use of a 
poisoned bodkin.” 

The “Encyclopaedia Britannica” places 
So little credit to the story of the asp that 
it even makes no reference to it and it 
has been evidently taken from some old 
chronicle, a source more often unreliable 
than otherwise. Many other authorities of 
the same character ignore the asp story, and 
even ancient historians print it with the 
modification, “it is said.” 

No authentic pictures of Cleopatra are 
extant and the only way of judging of her 
appearance is the engraving on old Egyptian 
coins. She is reported to have been very 
beautiful, if judged from the Egyptian type. 
Plutarch adds to her beauty that “her voice 
and words were marvelously Pleasant; for 
her tongue was an instrument of music, 
which she easily turned into any language 
that pleased her.” 

That this statement may be true is shown 
in the alluring way with which she handled 
her lovers. When Antony suffered defeat, due 
entirely to his desire to be always near Cleo- 
patra, he blamed his reverses to her having 
betrayed him. The Egyptian queen, alarmed 
at his vehemence, fled at once to the magnifi- 
cent tomb she had built as a refuge near the 
temple of Isis, and caused a report to be 
Spread that she was dead. Antony, on hear- 
ing this, reproached himself for his cruel 
words, and, throwing himself on his sword, 
inflicted a mortal wound.. 

Antony died in Cleopatra’s arms while 
she smothered him, it is said, with passion- 
ate caresses, as she was binding up his 
wounds. Octavius Caesar, who had defeated 
Antony, allowed the queen to give him a 
magnificent burial and permitted her to lav- 
ish upon his ashes great masses of her most 
precious goods. It was when Cleopatra 
learned that Octavius was to Carry her to 
Rome to grace his triumph upon his return 
Victorious to that city, that she decided tc 
kill herself, and did so August 30, B. C. 30, 
when she was 38 years old and had reigned 
twenty-two years.

The September condition of the crop is al- 
ways lower than the August condition, 
hence we may reasonably assume that the 
official condition report for September will 
be lower than for the past ten years with 
the possible exception of 1909. 

With a considerable reduction in the 1913 
acreage aS compared with the acreage of 
1912 and the present condition of the crop 
being 6.6 per cent lower than condition for 
Same period one year ago it is quite evident 
that the present growing crop will not equal 
the last season's crop, which was slightly 
in excess of 14,000,000 bales. 

The heaviest deterioration in the condi- 
tion of the crop during the month of Au- 
gust was in the large cotton-producing stateg 
of Texas, Oklahoma, Mississippi and Ala- 
bama. 

Under existing conditions a crop of 13,- 
500,000 bales should be the maximum produc- 
tion this year, which will not furnish a sup- 
ply of American cotton sufficient to meet 
the full demands of consumption during the 
next twelve months. I was present at the 
meeting of the Internationa] Cotton Congress 
of Spinners at The Hague, Holland, in June, 
and was informed by a number of leading 
foreign spinners that if the south this year 
produced a crop of 17,000,000 bales there 
would be a good demand for every bale of 
it. At that time prospects were good for a 
very large yield, and spinners were expecting 
the greatest crop ever grown in the United 
States. 

The Georgia crop has maintained a sat.- 
istactory condition to date, and while the 
crop in this state will be larger than in 
1912, it will not reach the abnormal produc- 
tion of 1911. But with good prices, which 
now seem assured, the Georgia farmers will 
receive this season for the lint and seed from 
the cotton crop a gross sum not far from 
$175,000,000. This will mean general pros- 
perity, not only for the farmers, but every 
department of trade in the state. 

If the crop is rushed on the market, 
heavy receipts will depress prices. Notwith- 
Standing the enormous production of over 
30,000,000 bales of cotton in the south within 
the past two years, it has all gone into con- 
sumption and the spinners are now calling 
upon the small reserves carried over from 
last season. Demand is overreaching supply 
and this condition means good prices for 
the raw product.

| | Fight on Gasoline Stands. 

Uniess thé streets committee sees 
) fit to turn down ati application for a 
permit to place a gasoline vending 
stand on North Pryor street, néar the 
fire station, when it meets next Fri- 
day, chances look good for a fight to 
have all gasoline vending stands re- 
moved from the sidewalks. 

When applications for five more 
vending stands on the sidewalks, 
among which was the North Pryor ap- 
Plication, were filed at the last meet- 
ing, Councilman Ashley raised strenu- 
ous objection to the placing of the 
stand on Pryor street so near the fire 
house, because, he believes, it might 
interfere with the fire apparatus going 
to . fires. The committee, however, 
showed some disposition to disagree 
with Mr. Ashley, and he stated that if 
this permit was granted he would 
make a fight for the removal of all 
stands. 

Says Stands Are Illegal. 

Mr. Ashley now says that he has 
the asstirance of the city attorney that 
all the vending stands on the side- 
walks are placed there in violation of 
the city ordinance against doing bus!- 
ness On and obstructing the sidewalks. 

Mr. Ashley declares that already 
there have been complaints against 
the operation of some of these stands. 

One complaint comes from the First 
Methodist church, on Peachtree street, 
at Ivy. The members of this church 
have been in the habit of parking 
their machines on Ivy street during 
services at the church. When recently 
a gasoline vending stand was placed 
on Ivy street at this point, however, 
the operators of the stand, it is said, 
raised objection to the church péople 
leaving their automobiles there unless 
for the purpose of purchasing gaso- 
line. 


Asserted at New Orleans that 
the Impost Will Kill Future 
Trading. 


New Orleans, September 7.—The cot- 
ton market is badly unsettled as the 
result of the refusal of the senate dem- 
ocratic caucus to reconsider its ap- 
preval of :he Clarke amendment to the 
tariff bill. It iS generally accepted 
in the future markets that this bill 
will do what it is intended to do, which 


is to kill future trading in ecccton in 
this »untry, by imposing a tax of $50 
On every hundred bales traced in 
where actual delivery is not made. 
Neither speculators nor hedge traders 
could afford to pay such a penalty, as 
it, in addition to the commission of 
three points, would mean a loss of 
13 points the -r:oment a trade was 
made. 

Because of the situation brought 
about by the Clarke bill it is diffi- 
cult to say what effect legitimate mar- 
ket influences will have in the near 
future. There is a decided disinclina- 
tion to enter into near business, which 
tieans that unfavorable wcather over 
the belt eculd hardly move prices up- 
» ward much. Any favorable turn in 
crop or weather conditions might bring 
in enough selling to cause a wide 
Slump. In sueh a narrow affair as 
the market prom-ses to be, it probably 
will not taxé much selling to put it 
lower. 

Rain is needed over a large portion 
of the cottcn region, and good show- 
ers would be called favorable. It is 
getting sv late in the season, however, 
that reports of crop deterioration are 
almost certain. The most that can be 
hoped for is that weather conditions 
will be such as to cause less deteriora- 
tion than has been taking place of 
late. 

The spot department has, to a great 
extent, been demicraltized by the at- 
tacks made on the future market. 
Spinners are holding off in the hope of 
much lower prices. At the same time 
the new searton is now so well ad- 
vanced that developments of impor- 
tance may be expected in the spot sit- 
uation. It rem-_ins to be seen what 
effect the loss of hecge trading will 
have on the mar’eting of the crop.

Farmers’ Union at Salina, Kansas, 
September 4, the price of the present 
crop of cotton’ wags fixed at 15 cents 
a pound, presumably on the basis of 
middlings. This action, it is stated, 
binds every cotton-growing member 
of the union to hold his cotton yntil 
the market reaches that figure. his 
is the first time the effort has been 
successful in securing the endorse- 
ment of the union of a fixed price for 
cotton and the more than two million 
members represented in the meeting 
who are growers of cotton should be 
able to practically control the market 
if they will all “tote fair” and “stand 
pat.” Of course there are those who 
condemn every such effort on the part 
of the farmers to put a price on the 
product of their own efforts and are 
read to cry out “trust” and “combi- 
nation in restrain of trade,” and so 
discard it ’and bring reproach on the 
farmers who enter into the agree- 
ment.

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LIME AND PHOSPHATE. 

TT. Fort, Coolldge, Ga.—I have a piece 
of land that has a thick growth of 
cockleburs. I am going to turn them 
under with a two-norse plow before 
the burs mature. Do you think the 
land would be too sour for corn next 
spring? I was thinking of getting 
some kind of raw p_. sphate. What 
do you think of the Thomas phosphate? 
Which do you think would be the 
best. the lime or phosphate? What 
kind of lime and what kind of phos- 
phate would be best and what ought 
they to cost? I am a subscriber to The 
Constitution. 

Answer—I think there would be no 
injufy to the soil (making it sour) as 
a result of turning under the cockle- 
burs now, and I would not hesitate to 
do so as soon as possible, 

On a soil well supplied with vege- 
table matter either the ground phos- 
phate rock may be used or the Thomas 
phosphate ‘or Thomas siag) may be 
used if applied some weeks in advance 
of planting the crop; but on ordinary 
worn uplands it would be safer to use 
acid phosphate. Even on such soils, 
however, you may use ground phos- 
phate rock or Thomas phosphate pro- 
vided you compost the same with sta- 
ble manure several months in advance 
of applying it to a spring-plan*ted 
crop, such as corn, cotton, tobacco, po- 
tatoes. I am not able to say what 
either will cost you. The advertisers

ABSCESS IN DOG’S EAR. 

G. C. Baggett, Geneva, Ala.—Before 
asking your advice again allow me to 
thank you many times over for the 
value of your advice regarding the 
distemper of my bird dog some time 
since. Your directions cured mine and 
all others affected similarly. You can 
realize my appreciation only by like 
experience. 

The mother of the young dog which 
had distemper is affected very 
strangely and I fear I may not clearly 
define it. For fear you do not re- 
member any of the facts relative to 
the other letter, will make it just as 
clear as possible. The dog to be 
treated is a Llewellyn thoroughbred, 
about 21-2 years old. The symptoms, 
while walking, more often, may be at- 
tacked with a fit of coughing as 
though some foreign body in throat; 
during this attack she takes few steps 
backwards; seems to trouble some in 
drinking water, eats freely without 
trouble. These facts’ relate to the 
throat. Note the ear trouble: there is 
a corrupted excretion constantly com- 
ing from the ear and at times hold 
her head slightly to one side as if 
suffering some pain. Since this dis- 
ease has attacked her her sense of 
hearing has been impaired at least 50 
per cent and appears to grow worse. 
This is the very best analysis I am 
able to give you, as it includes all the 
observations to date, but you will be 
enabled to define cause, I trust, and 
“kindly give prescription. 

Answer—Your dog probably has an 
abscess in the interior (or exterior) 
of the ear which frequently occurs 
in dogs that have been debilitated by 
disease, especially distemper, and 
sometimes aS a.consequence of an im- 
pure state of the blood. Such ab- 
scesses usually occur around the jaws 
and throat. In the case of your dog 
the abscess is pressing more or less 
on the attachments in the throat 
which causes the cough. By careful 
examination of the rear part of the 
mouth you may possibly locate the 
seat of the abscess and may then 
make a free incision into and evacn- 
the pus which fills it. Or you 
may succeed in locating it near the 
base of the ear. If you can get an 
opening into it clean it out and in- 
o9 per cent solution of piroxide 
of hydrogen (one part to one of 
water), or a per cent solution of 
carboliec acid—once day. Give the 
the following powder morning 
night for a week: 
Three grains pure copperas,
